Fire Dept advises 


Nicole’s Law affects residents 
By VICTORIA ELLSWORTH 

WILMINGTON - The fire departments of ‘Tewksbury and 
Wilmington stand at the ready to help local residents become 
aware of “Nicole's Law” and the ways in which it will help to keep 
area families safer in their homes. In Noveniber 2005, Governor 
Mitt Romney signed “Nicole's Law.” The legislation, named for 
Nicole Garofalo, a seven-year-old Plymouth girl who died in 
January of 2005 after a snow-blocked heating vent tr apped toxic 
carbon monoxide fumes in her family's home d to pro- 
tect the public from the dangers of carbon monoxide. a potential 
ly lethal odorless gas. 

To prevent future cases of carbon monoxide poisoning, Nicole's 
Law requires residential buildings that contain enclosed parking 
or equipment such as boilers, furnaces and hot water heaters to 
have working carbon monoxide detectors. Local fire departments 
will inspect residences upon the sale or transfer of a property to 
ensure compliance with the law. 

The Board of Fire Prevention Regulations (BFPR) has devel 
oped the regulations (527 CMR 31.00) establishing the specific 
requirements of the law including the type, location, maintenance 
and inspection requirements for the alarms.

Those with a 
history of cancer and invasive 
diseases are highly acidic.

West Intermediate fifth 
graders found themselves 
strangely attracted to MIT's 


Mr. Magnet last week as they 
explored the .. could we call 
them 'principoles'? of mag: 
netism through demonstrations 
and experiments calculated to 
prove that some work and some 
play set the spine 'atingle. 
Maybe it was his personality. 
The presentation addressed 
the following fundamentals and 
answered several questions 
What would we do without 
magnets? “Everyday we come 
into contact with many differ- 
ent magnets. Credit cards have 
a magnetic stripe; audio and 
video tape recorders use mag: 
netic tape; a speaker requires 
two magnets (a permanent 
magnet and an electromagnet) 
to make the sound that we hear; 
televisions use an electromag, 
net to “write” the picture on the 


TV screen; our clothes washers 
and dryers have electric (mag- 
netic) motors, automobiles use 
dozens of tiny permanent mag- 
net motors, solenoid magnets 
and magnetic sensors.” 

What makes up a magnet? 
The Mr. Magnet program exam- 
ines “actions of the 'magnetic 
force’ like push and pull 
(attraction and repulsion) as 
well as the following: What are 
north and south poles? What is 
the difference between a per- 
manent magnet and an electro- 
magnet? How is the earth like a 
giant magnet? How does a com: 
pass work” 

Have you ever seen magnet- 
ism? “The 'magnetic field’ of a 
magnet can be made visible 
using iron powder. The magnet- 
ism surrounding a wire carry- 
ing electrical current can be 
seen, proving the existence of 
‘electromagnetism. 

What materials are attracted 
to a magnet? Why do magnets 
stick to your refrigerator? Is 
your cat magnetic? “Wood, 
plastic, aluminum, copper, 
brass, and steel are tested for 
magnetic properties. Cheerios 
are magnetic because they con. 
tain iron.” 

What four metals are attract 
ed to a magnet? “Magnets 
always attract iron, nickel, 
gadolinium, and cobalt because 
these four materials can be 
‘magnetized."” 

Electricity makes magnetism 
via the electromagnet: “An 
electromagnet is made from a 
coil of wire. When electricity is 
flowing in the wire, magnetism 
surrounds the coil, You can pick 
up magnetic materials and 
release them by shutting off the 
electricity.” 

Magnetism makes electricity 

the electric generator: 
ssing a coil of wire through 
a large magnet causes electric 
ity to flow in the wire.” 

How is electricity generated 
using magnetism? How much 
electricity can you crank using

Electricity and the magnetic 
force together? Just combine 
an electric motor and a speak- 
er: “A motor shaft rotates 
because of the magnetic force 
between the ‘armature’ magnet 
and 'field' magnet.

now Wilmington. William 
Butters was the man who, in 1730, 
approached the Woburn minister 
to petition for a new church, a 
necessary step in establishing a 
new town. He was a member of 
town's first Board of Selectmen. 

The house dates back nearly 
two-thirds of the way to 
Columbus' discovery of America. 
It was already 94 years old when 
the Declaration of Independence 
was signed 

It is what is known as a “First 
Period” house, i.e. built between 
1620 and 1725. Houses of this vin- 
tage are now extremely scarce. 
There are only 347 First Period 
houses remaining in 
M. jusetts, 

There is one house still standing 
in town that is older, the 
Benjamin Buck house on 
Wildwood Street. That was 
recently sold to a developer who 
has put a new foundation under 
it. But he kept the house on its 
original site. 

Moving the Butters house would 
be a travesty, said Carolyn 
Harris. chair of the Wilmington 
Historical Commission. It would 
endanger the very structure of 
the house. Also, it is believed 
there are ancient tunnels under 
the house that would be destroyed 
if the house were to be moved. 
And moving it from its original 
location would make it difficult to 
qualify for listing on the National 
Historic Register. 

The commission has had the 
house examined by a_ nationally- 
known expert on First Period 
houses, who found many rare 
examples of First Period con: 
struction, including hand-carved 
joists, Roman numerals on the 
framing, and the slope of the 
roof. One door in the house 
appears to have come from an 
even older house. “There are 
some really exciting construction 
elements,” said Harris. 

The Historical Commission, 
said Harris, has a reasonable 
plan for the house, and has a good 
track record on its projects. 

The commission is seeking to 


have the town buy the hot

for a purchase, the commission 
would consider it a loan, to be 
repaid to the town, said Harris. 
Fundraising for the project will 
continue, she said, and any 
money left over and money from 
the sale of the property will. go 
back to the town. 

Harris said the house ould 
best be protected in the long run 
by being inhabited by a fanily 
much as it has been for ovér300 
years. She said there is a good 
market for First Period houses 

Developer Joe Langone has 
been very cooperative, she said 
All he asks is that the town buy 
the house for the price he paid, 
and that it be improved, He has 
built a subdivision behind the 
house, called Butters Farm 
Estates.

Sometimes it is easier than 
others to determine just how 
much progress a team has 
made from one season to the 
ext.

“A Play of Life and Death,” promised in a moment of mor- 
tal threat - so began the history of the Oberammergau Passion 
Play in 1633 

In the middle of the Thirty Years War, after months of suf- 
fering and death because of the bubonic plague, the 
Oberammergauers swore an oath to be fulfilled not by just a 
few, but by the whole community. They vowed that they would 
perform the “Play of the Suffering, Death and‘Resurrection of 
Our Lord Jesus Christ” every 10 years if the Lord would 
remove the plague from their people. 

Tn 1634, that vow was fulfilled for the first time on a stage 
Oberammergau villagers put up in the cemetery above the 
graves of earlier plague victims. Their prayers were answered 
he town of Oberammergau was spared and a tradition was 
born 


In 2000, the people of Oberammergau performed the play 
they have preserved through the centuries. More than 2,000 
Oberammergau actors, singers, instrumentalists and stage 
technicians, in approximately six hours of playing time, 
brought to the stage those events that Christianity regard as 
its central source of life and hope. 

Performers consider it an honor to participate, and they 
leave their businesses to do so. The men even start growing 
full beards a year out to look authentic. 

The play is performed in the Passion Play Theatre on an 
open stage, which incorporates the natural setting into the 
backdrop of seating for 4,780 spectators. The Oberammergau 
production is done in native German, but an English transla- 
tion is available.
